York 
legislators

themselves a $5,000 a year pay 
raise and become the highest 
paid legislators in the nation. 
But key lawmakers say they 
won't. 
Tbt commission Monday rec­ 
ommended $20.000 a year sala 
nes for legislators, and sug 
gested increases ranging from 
$3.000 to $11,000 for judges in 
state courts and New York City 
courts. 
The only part of the 56-page 
report that legislative leaders 
of both parties said they could 
agree 
with 
— 
remembering 
that it’s a tight money election 
year — would set up a per­ 
manent commission to set leg 
islative salaries and ex pense 
reimbursement procedures. 
Going 
to 
a 
$20.000 
salary 
would put New York slightly 
above California, which pays 
its lawmakers $19.200 a year. 
However. California 
legisla­ 
tors also get $30 a day for ev­ 
ery day they’re on legislative 
business, 
even 
between 
ses­ 
sions, and are provided a state 


car and a gasoline credit card.

system.*’

gested an overhaul in the way 
lawmakers and judges receive 
their ex pense allowances. 
Currently each legislator re­ 
ceives a $3.000 "lulu"—a flat 
grant in lieu of ex pense reim­ 
bursement. Judges get in lieu 
payments of $3.000 to $9.500.

Senator J . W. Fulbright and Senator 
Edward M. Kennedy both denounced 
American sea and nav al activ ity . They 
said the only solution was a negotiated 
pe a c e — forgetting that for fiv e y ears 
our negotiators hav e failed to get any ­ 
where with peace talks. Fulbright is 
sharpening his Foreign Relations Com­ 
mittee staff for his inv estigation into 
the ‘‘origins and other aspects“ of the 
war. with the announced hope of getting 


a resolution through Congress to cut 
off funds for American military activ i­ 
ties in Vietnam. 
The fact that there was no public 
rush to the streets to support Fulbright 
and Kennedy indicates national calm 
remains. The President is keeping out 
of the v erbal argument. He is speaking 
with force to the enemy , believ ing that 
air and sea power support will enable 
South Vietnam to turn back the in­ 
v aders and confirm the success of his 
Vietnamization program—training and 
equipping South Vietnamese who do 
the ground fighting. 
The quiet on the home front, plus 
the return of nearly a half million men, 
support the President’s strategy though 
anti-war student groups are beginning 
to organize resistance. The situation 
and the atmosphere could change be­ 
fore the election, but the success of 
the air and sea responses is reassuring 
the American people. If that continues, 
the war will not hurt, and may help 
the President's reelection.
